More About Sanetiflcatlon. 

M.wsviLLE, Kv.. Sept. 6, 18S2. 
Ed. Dailv Evening Bulletin:— per- 
mit me tb say to "Unsnnctified." that by a 

careful reading of Psi. 14. that he will 
tind that David did not include himself 
in saying 'There Is none that doeth good, 
no, not one." But the fools, who s.iy in 
their heart there is no God, verse 1 — an<] 
workers of initj :ity who "eat up my i>e.>- 
ple as thev eat bread, and call not ujM)n 
the Lord,'*^ verse 4. But in verse 5 the 
Psalmist says, "That God is in'the genera- 
tion of the righteous." The true inter- 
pretatirvn of tlie Psalm quoteil from, i« 
that God in vain looks among those who 
in their heart deny his exi.'^tence for right- 
eousness or goodness, but does tind a gen- 
eration of righteous persons among his 
people who believe in Him. And in Rom. 
3:10, St. Paul makes the quotation froiu 
this Psalm to show that those (Kom. 1:3, 1 ) 
who had known God and had become 
vain in their imagination, and whose fool- 
ish heart was darkened were (Rom. 3:10) 
not righteous, no, not one. The apostle 
and Psalmist each speak of the same class 
of persons — but noitlier of them includes 
those who are GctTs accei)ted people; they 
are those wiio are included between verses 
10 and 18 of Kom. chap. li. (Head these 
verses.) Now as to the Ai)ostle Paul per- 
sonally, I think "Uusanctitied" misses the '. 
mark utterly. St. Paul describes man in 
this epistle* in three diSerent conditions. 
First, in his natural, and acquired corrup- 
tion of heart and life. Second, in his 
awakened state, realizing his sin, corrup- 
tion and danger, not able to find relief 
from inbred sin and acquired guilt, doing 
what he saw was wrong by an irrepressi- 
ble force within him, and not doing what 
he saw was right, because of a want oi 
power. St. Paul here is simply setting 
forth in the first person such a condition. 
Third; he then brings up the condition of 
one who has pas.sed from that state into 
sauctification. Chap. 8; 14. "There is 
therefore now, no condemnation to them 
who are in Christ Jesus, who walk not af- 
ter the fiesh but after the spirit. For the 
law of the spirit of life in Christ Jesus 
hath made me free from the law of sin 
and death. For what the law could not 
do in that it was weak through the fiesh. 
God sending his own son in the likeness 
of sinful flesh and for sin condemne<l sin 
in the tiesh, that the righteousness of the ' 
law might be fulfilled in us, who walk not i 
after the flesh, but after the spirit." Now 
I ask, what is the " righteousness of the 
law ?" Certainly, just what I said in mv 
last, to love God with all the heart, and to 
be cleansed from all sin. There is St. 
Paul's description of a christian. For how I 
ccTuld Paul nave this awful corruption, 
condemnation and body of death, and be 
free from sin, an^ be dead to sin, and 
alive to God at the same time, and as he 
says crucified tothe world? in Gall. (i:14. 

The fact is uusanctitied people have 
been trying long enough to tind a palli- 
ation of their yet inwaid unhoiiness in 
this ficticious representation of St Paul's 
sinfulness. It is a slander on this holy i 
apostle. The life and work of Paul shows 
that he was not, after becoming a disciple 
of Christ in either the first or second con- 
dition described, but in the third. As ti< 
Christ being the holy one, of I.srael and 
holy one of God. If nis holiness excludes 
others from being holy, then it is wrong to 
say th.e angels p.re holy. He also says scri pt- 
rually The Hubj Gho.<'. The Christ is called . 
the holy one eminmUly. Through him I 
holiness is possible to men. So of the 
Holy Ghost, it imuarts holiness to them. 
If unsanctified will notice closely he will 
tind out that these descri])tions of Clirist 
and the Spirit are used in reference to 
their relation to man as a sinner to whom | 
they come to make him holy. But is ho- 
liness necessarily an immortal state ; then : 
why did not holy angels who fell contin- 
nel in it, and why not Adam, for he was ' 
made in the image of God, which St. Paul 
says consisted in righteousness ami true 
holiness. But from this Adam fell, unsancti- 
fied atti ihuted to the pure ? old man of E{)h- 
sus whose hair was whitened by so mauy 
years of loving service, language he only ' 
quoted from other intelligen(\^s, instead of 
using it himself. But we believe that G^^l 
is the Mily bising wKols Hbiy fk llfmself. ; 
The holine.ss of all finite beings is d»»rive I 
from Him. Christians derive 'heir holiness 
through Christ and the Holv Splfft. < ! 

It is said that God only has imiaor- 
tality, yet we all believe in our own im- 
mortality . God is living God, yet in Uim 
we liveiri^mir jwBUy IKIould a man be taken 
to heaven as soon as holy? doea not thisi 
world need holy men and women, is not! 
a pure man a batter rajpresantativa on 
Christ than an impure and corrupt one? < $/2 
We d^o^t kfiQW whether Enoch.and £liji|)i iuwilta* MaiM. 



laid claim to sanctification or not, ueither 
does Unsanctified. 

They doubtless were holy before trans- 
lation, else they could not have been re- 
ceived into a holy heaven. Now as to 
the idea that death is to finish the work 
of our purification, it s«'ein^ to me. that 
would be giving death the power that the 
gospel of Christ has i. e., to purify. I fear 
the old idea that matter i-^ inlierently evil 
still clings to our unsanctified brother. 
There can be no moral evil in that which 
cannot think, and will and have affections. 
The body does not do either of these. 
Our corruption in in our spiritual nature, 
not in the physical. Where the soul is im- 
pure, the body is its instrument. When 
the soul is made pure by the application 
of the blood of Christ l)y the Holy Si>irit. 
the body becomes its instrument for lioly 
and righteous acts. I am sorry that "Un-. 
sanctified" is hopeless of being sanctified 
in this life, for I have no liope of that 
work being done for him after this life and 
therefore he will never be fit for heaven. 

I d'jii'r believe in either a first or second 
class purgatory. I don't find in scripture 
any warrant lor the belief that death has 
anything to do in relifving the soul from 
sin. A man saiK tifiod tx'foi-e death re- 
mains so after death, iTnd wiit' unsanctified 
before death remains so after rleath. I 
John, l.S. This is the last ditticulty. 
The apo.stle John was iiere combat- 
ing the notion of a sect that believed 
and taught that when a man became 
a christian that whatever he might 
do he was necessarilv sinless, that sin by 
him wns not sin. Therefore though they 
went to ^reat excess they claimed they 
were still in a state of i ustiflcation. Hence 
he says if we say we have no sin the truth 
is not in us, that is, if we make our relijap- 
ion a cloak to cover our sins, the truth is 
not in us. Now he says ot these people, 
chapter '2, They went out from us be- 
cause they were not of us. But to his 
brethren he says: I write to yon. young 
men, l)ei*ans(^ ye have ovort'ome the wii k- 
ed one. Surely if they had overcome the 
wicked one they were' holy, sanctified. I 
have pursued tliis subject much furthei 
than I intended, and here I shall stop and 
decline any further notice of the difficul- 
ties of "Unsanctified," referring to a !»mnll 
book on the subject written by Rev. G. D. 
Watson, D. D., of Newpoit, Ky., and sent 
postpaid by the author for 25 cents.
